Christmas Seals Around the World 


By PHILIP P. JACOBS, Ph. D.

ESIDES the United States, more 
than forty different countries 
throughout the world now have 
or have had Christmas seals or 
stamps that are sold wholly or 

partially for tuberculosis work. Little 
did Einar Holboell realize, when he 
conceived that first Danish Christmas 
seal, launched in 1904, that his sim- 
ple idea would in a gener ation circum- 
navigate the globe. But that’s the 
way with ideas. When one man any- 
where in the world has a good one 
other men elsewhere are quick to 
grasp it and apply it to their og 
local needs. The Christmas seal is 
link that has tied together countri Ae 
all over the world and, to help each 
other in promoting Christmas seal 
sales, several international confer- 
ences have been held in Paris under 
the auspices of the French National 
Committee. 


Countries with Continuous Sales 


Denmark claims the honor of hav- 
ing originated the Christmas seal sale 
and in that country and the neighbor- 
ing country of Sweden Christmas seal 
sales have been held annually since 
1904. No other countries in the 
world can boast of such records. There 
are, however, a number of countries 
that have held Christmas seal sales 
for ten or fifteen years and several 
who have held them for as many as 
five consecutive years. Our own 
— States seal sale dates from 


Let us run down a list of a few of 
these countries that have had continu- 
ous seal sales for five years or longer. 

In Belgium, Brazil, Poland and 
Portugal, seal sales have been held 
regularly since 1927 only, although 
Belgium did have a tuberculosis stamp 
in 1910 and 1911. The Canadian Na- 
tional Tuberculosis Association has 
had a seal sale only since 1927, and 
the Christmas seal of the White Cross 





Society of Japan dates back to that 
year. The National Sanatorium As- 
sociation of Canada which is not the 
same as the National Tuberculosis 
Association of that country, has sold 
Christmas seals continuously since 
1908, their sale having started only 
one year after the first seal sale in 
the United States. In Jugoslavia, 
New Zealand and South Africa, seal 
sales go back only to 1929. In Fin- 
land a seal sale has been held annual- 
ly since 1926, but Christmas seals 
were also sold in that country as early 
as 1908 and then again in 1910, 1912, 
1915, and 1921. In little Iceland 
Christmas seals have been sold con-

tinuously since 1913 with the excep- 
tion of one year, 1917. The Japanese 
National Association has sold seals 
since 1925. The French Comite Na- 
tionale began its seal sale in that 
same year. 

Next to Denmark and Sweden, Nor- 
way claims the honor of having had 
the longest continuous seal sale. It 
was started in the year 1906. To stu- 
dents of history and government it is 
interesting to know that the Danish

1916. Czechoslovakia has had a seal 
sale since 1919 and Switzerland has 
sold a semi-postal Christmas stamp 
continuously since 1918 except for the 
year 1914. In Italy Christmas seals 
were sold locally as far back as 1908 
but the Italian National Tuberculosis 
Federation has sold seals only since 
1931. The Argentine Republic’s sale 
also began in 1931. To Korea belongs 
the distinction of having one of the 
most recent seal sales—started in 
1932. 


Designs and Sizes, and How Sold 


When we examine the seals of vari- 
ous foreign countries, we are im- 
pressed at once with the fact that 
most of them have been developed 
much more elaborately and in many 
instances with more beautiful designs 
than those which have been used in 
the United States. This can be done 
in most parts of the world because 
the seal is not limited in size as it is 
in this country. Most of the foreign 
seals are larger than ours, thus allow- 
ing for more detail in design. In the 
United States, however, the majority 
of the Christmas seals are sold by 
mail and that very fact restricts the 
size and weight of the seals, as well 
as the possibilities of design. A very 
slight increase in the size of our seal 
might double the postage of the tuber- 
culosis associations on as many as 
twelve million letters, a serious and 
prohibitive increase in expense. Such 
countries as Poland or Japan sell 3, 
5, 10 or more different seals in one 
year, some of them at a price approx- 
imating one cent, and others at five 
or ten or twenty-five times that 
amount. In the United States seals 


‘are issued in billion lots, while in oth- 


er countries only a few million are 
printed. 

It is significant that in many of the 
, European and other countries of the 
world the Christmas seals are sold 
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through the Post Office largely, and 
in not a few instances these seals are 
part postage stamps. For instance, in 
Luxemburg, in Belgium and the Neth- 
erlands, one may buy Christmas seals 
at the Post Office paying, let us say, a 
penny extra for them over and above 
the face value of the usual postage 
stamp. It is not compulsory to buy 
them since one may use the regular 
postage stamp, but the government 
offers them for sale. In New Zealand, 
the Christmas seals are sold entirely 
through the Post Office department. 
In many instances the seals have defi- 
nite values and while in some coun- 
tries they are sold as postage stamps 
in others, as for example in Poland, 
they have no value as postage stamps. 


Countries with Tuberculosis Seals 


In studying somewhat more closely 
the Christmas seals of certain foreign 
countries, we find many interesting 
facts. We can mention only a few here 
but our philatelist readers may be in- 
stigated to pursue the subject further. 
The countries are given in alphabeti- 
cal order. 





Argentine Republic, 1933 


Argentine—The Argentine seals, 
first sold in 1931, have most unique 
pictorial designs. Those for the last 
two years, for example, are distinctly 
of a health character and reflect the 
influence of some of our American 
health education posters. 


Australia—To Australia, or rather 
to the state of New South Wales, goes 
the honor of having the oldest stamp 
known to have been sold for the bene- 
fit of tuberculosis work. The two de- 
signs of the New South Wales Con- 
sumptive Home were issued in 1897, 
one of them for one penny and the 
other for twopence half-penny. We 
have been unable to secure records to 
show exactly how the 1897 seal at 
that early date happened to be put out 
under government auspices and no 
records are available to show that a 
sale of such stamps was ever carried 
on again after this one year, except 
that a few years ago one seal was 
issued. We know that another tuber- 
culosis seal was issued in 1930, but 
we have no record of later sales. 


Austria—has never had a _ united 
nationwide sale of tuberculosis seals, 
although several different organiza- 
tions have from time to time during 
the last twenty years used the seal 
idea for tuberculosis work. The Ger- 
man Workers Association for the War 
Against Tuberculosis one year had an 


Easter seal about two inches square. 


A tuberculosis seal was also sold in 
1915 for tuberculous veterans return- 





ing from the war. The Red Cross 
tuberculosis seal was sold in 1933 and 
we have records of several other or- 
ganizations that have sold seals.

Belgium, 1932 


Belgium—offers a number of sug- 
gestions for those who are interested 
in studying Christmas seals. For ex- 
ample, the text on some of these seals 
is printed both in French and Flem- 
ish, as in 1925, 1926, 1931 and 1982. 
Some of the designs of the Belgian 


seals depict various institutions of 
local and national significance. In the 
year 1928, for instance, different 


cathedrals and public buildings were 
shown, such as those in Brussels, Lou- 
vain, Ghent or Malines. In 1929 the 
seals showed scenes of various fam- 
iliar places in Belgium. All of these 
issues were really postage stamps in- 
stead of seals. The 1932 Christmas 
seal, put up as a sheet inserted in a 
cover, shows twenty-five views of dif- 
ferent Belgian sanatoria and preven- 
toria, the whole packet or carnet sell- 
ing for one franc, approximately 20c. 
This was the first genuine Christmas 
seal in Belgium. The cover of the 
carnet shows the famous Raemaeker’s 
poster of the tuberculosis patient in 
bed with the nurse standing by saying 
to him, “Have courage, fresh air and 
good care will cure you.” These seals 
are sold by the national organization 
known as L’Oeuvre Nationale Belge 
de Defense Contre la Tuberculose. 





Brazil, 1927 
Brazil—Here we know of only one 
seal sold by the Brazilian National 
Anti-Tuberculosis League, that in 
1929. On the other hand the Liga 
Paulista Contra a Tuberculose, namely 
the local tuberculosis association of 
the state of Sao Paulo, has had a 
seal sale continuously since 1927. The 
diamond-shaped seals used for three 
years by this organization have a 
value of 100 reis, and for three years 
they showed portraits of prominent 
physicians. The 1930 and 1931 seals 


have had a value double those of 
previous years. 








Canada 
Anti-T.B. League of Quebec, 1924 


Canada—Christmas seals in our 
neighboring country have had an in- 
teresting career. The National Sana- 
torium Association, which operates 
two free hospitals for tuberculosis in 
the Province of Ontario, has carried 
on a Christmas seal sale continuous- 
ly since 1908. The Royal Edward In- 
stitute located in Montreal had a seal 
sale in 1909 and 1910 and again in 
1912, in 1917, 1919, 1920, 1921, 1923, 
and 1925. Those sales were purely 
local. The Institute Bruchesi of Mont- 
real also had a seal sale in 1925 and 
1926, while several other local sales 
have been held in different parts of 
the country at various times. The 
Canadian National Tuberculosis As- 
sociation, however, began its seal sale 
in 1927 and used for the first four 
years the United States seal design. 
Theirs were printed both in English 
and in French, however, or were over- 
printed with the words “Bonne

Sante,” for the French speaking pro- 
vinces. Since 1931 the Canadian As- 
sociation has issued its own seals in 
two editions, English and French. The 
Canadian National Sanatorium Asso- 
ciation since 1923 has sold its seals 
in packets of 10, at 10c a packet. 
These seals are die-cut, usually round 
or some other shape than square or 
rectangular, and with special color- 
ing, designs and embossing and can- 
not be distinguished from the usual 
commercial Christmas seals. 


Chile-—has sold a seal or stamp for 
the fight against tuberculosis but we 
have no records as to when it was 
issued or what organization sold it. 


Cuba—lIn 1927 and 1932 the Cuban 
Anti-Tuberculosis League conducted 
seal sales. Their 1927 seal is an exact 
reproduction, except for the text, of

Czechoslovakia—Here we find many 
attractive seals, some of which are il- 
lustrated. They are sold by the Ma- 
zaryk National Anti-Tuberculosis 
League, which was named for the be- 
loved president of that republic. 


Danzig—is worth mentioning in this 
connection, both because of the fact 
that it is one of the old free cities of 
Europe and also because their only 
seals we know about bear the legend 
“Tuberculosis Week.” They were sold 
in various denominations ranging 
from’ 30 pfennig up to 1 mark 20 
pfennig and for one occasion only, 
in 1921. 








The First Christmas Seal 


Denmark—There is so much of in- 
terest to tell about the seals of Den- 
mark that we cannot possibly say all 
that we should like to in this brief 
article. Beginning with that first 
Christmas seal of 1904 which showed 
the head of Queen Louise, the Danish 
seals have had many beautiful and 
colorful designs. Some of them por- 
tray the industrial and agricultural 
life of the country, some illustrate 
various legends and folk lore, while 
others are purely pictorial or senti- 
mental. All of them reflect a high 
degree of artistic design. The 1908 
seals shows the children’s tubercu- 
losis sanatorium which was the first 
institution built from the sale of 
Christmas seals. The portrait of Ei- 
mee Holboell was used on the 1927 
seal. 

Christmas seals in Danish West In- 
dies are of special interest to us in 
this country since in 1917 the United 
States purchased these islands from 
Denmark and renamed them the Vir- 
gin Islands. Under the Danish re- 
gime, Christmas seals were sold in the 
islands from 1907 to 1916, inclusive. 
The regular Danish seal was not used 
but a separate local design was issued 
each year. We are not sure that the 
proceeds were used for tuberculosis 
but we infer that they were probably 
devoted to child welfare. This year, 
1984, the Christmas seal sale in the 


Islands will be revived with the use 
of our own United States seal. 

Esthonia—on the Baltic Sea fur- 
nishes an example of the use by the 
government of the tuberculosis cross 
on a semi-postage stamp. We have 
four different designs but no record 
of the year or years of issue. 
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Finland, 1912 


Finland—The Finnish seals are also 
rich in color and folk lore. Some of 
them are much smaller than the Unit- 
ed States seals and others are twice 
as large. The National Tuberculosis 
Association has fourteen seals in its 
collection beginning with the one is- 
sued in 1908. A number of them bear 
the legend “Suomi—Finland.” 
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France, 1926 


In France the development of the 
national Christmas seal sale is due 
largely to the beginning of the cam- 
paign against tuberculosis which 
started in that country under the di- 
rection of the Rockefeller Tuberculosis 
Commission in 1917. In 1925 the 
French Comite Nationale de Defense 
Contre la Tuberculose decided to 
launch a Christmas seal sale. Through 
conferences and correspondence with 
the United States they became in- 
formed of the methods employed in 
thjs country, which they used as their 
model. At first it was impossible 
to use the mail sale as extensively 
as we use it here but gradually this 
method for selling seals also has been 
adopted. From very small beginnings 
their sale has yearly increased until, 
according to the latest figures, a total 
of more than 3,000,000 francs was 
realized. Two unique facts about the 
French seals are worth noting. The 
seals are sold in little booklets and 
in sheets, and both the booklets and 
the border of the sheets of seals them- 
selves carry advertising for baby 
foods, chocolates and other articles. 
This advertising helps to defray the 
cost of printing. The seals are also 
imprinted with the name of each 
province in which they are sold. If 
the United States followed this stvle 
our seals would be imprinted with the 





name of each state. 


Practically all of the French prov- 
nees now sell the national seals, but 
before the national sale began in 
France local seals were used. We 
have a record of a seal used in the 
sity of Rouen as early as 1905 by the 
Association Rouennaise pour la Pres- 
‘rvation de la Tuberculose. Local 
‘eals have also been used in Vosges 
and other parts of the country. The 
ost office, telegraph and telephone 
»mplovees have had a Christmas seal 
of their own since 1927 and this has 
een sold apparently in competition 
‘ith the national seal. 


Germany—A national seal sale has 
never been held here. The Deutsche 
Nothilfe has issued for several years 
sets of semi-postage stamps ranging 
in denominations usually from 8 to 
about 50 pfennig and the proceeds are 
used for general relief work. Some 
of the money probably goes toward 
the relief of tuberculosis patients but 
not a great deal. We have record, 
however, of one set of stamps issued 
by the East Prussian Tuberculosis As- 
sociation bearing pictures of Robert 
Koch and other educational subjects 
more or less related to tuberculosis. 
The Bavarian Tuberculosis Associa- 
tion also sold one year a set of very 
attractive portrait stamps much larg- 
er than the usual stamp. Different 
members of the royal family were por- 
trayed on these. In 1913 a Bavarian 
tuberculosis welfare stamp was issued 
in three different designs, evidently in 
connection with a ‘Blumentag’ (flower 
day) in Nuremburg on June 7th. 


Great Britain—Never_ enthusiastic 
over the Christmas seal idea, a few 
years ago this country brought out 
a seal with the simple design of a 
wreath in gold with a double-barred 
cross and the name National Asso- 
ciation for the Prevention of Tuberc- 
ulosis in a circle. Because of poor 
planning, however, very little money 
was realized. Last year, in 1933, the 
British Tuberculosis Association re- 
solved to try a better organized seal 
sale, adapting American methods so 
far as possible. Our 1933 United 
States Christmas seals were used and 
the sale, although confined to London 
and vicinity, was conducted with a 
degree of success. This year, 1934, 
the British National Association will 
again use our United States seal with 
slight modification. In Scotland, un- 
der the leadership of Sir Robert 
Philip, a seal sale was begun in 1931. 
As it has not been very energetically 
pushed the results have not been very 
successful. Ireland has had Christmas 
seal sales held intermittently for sev- 
aral years. The famous Irish Wom- 
an’s National Health Association un- 
der the capable leadership of the 
Marchioness of Aberdeen and Temair 
issued two seals in 1909. These are 
searce and not generally known. In 
1925 an attractive seal appeared but 
we have no record as to whether it 
was continued later. In Wales the 
King Edward VII Welsh National 
Memorial Association had a_ tuberc- 





ulosis seal in 1928. 
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Iceland—Christmas seals have been 
sold there for the care of sick chil- 
dren including those with tuberculosis, 
and among them will be found some 
of the most artistic designs of any of 
the Christmas seals used.

In Italy local Christmas seals in 
Florence, Trieste and other cities have 
appeared from time to time during 
the last ten or fifteen years, but the 
seal of the Italian National Fascist 
Federation Against Tuberculosis is 
only three years old. Some of the 
local designs, especially those used in 
Florence, are unusually pretty.

Heard and Seen In 
Washington

(Special to Linn’s Weekly Stamp News) 


Inventories are taken four times 
each year at the Philatelic Agency 
here in the Post office department. 
The first inventory of the current fis- 
cal year covers the period from July 
1 to October 1. Sales for this three- 
month period reached an astounding 
total of $204,696.46, an all-time record 
for sales in the Agency. During the 
same three months last year, sales 
had reached a record figure of $123,- 
756.46. Gain in business for this 
quarter as compared with the same 
quarter a year ago is $80,940. Cer- 
tainly Uncle Sam’s stamp business is 
showing improvement by leaps and 
bounds. We wonder sometimes if it 
is generally known that there is no 
profit or loss account carried in the 
Agency. Each clerk who waits on the 
windows has her own stock of stamps, 
charged to her account, which at in- 
ventory time must be produced either 
as stamps or the cash for which they 
were sold. Any shortage in the ac- 
count falls upon the clerk and must 
be made up. This same is true of the 
clerks who fill the mail order requests. 

At a recent meeting of the Collec- 
tors Club of Washington, Mr. Alvin 
W. Hall, director of the Bureau of En- 


graving and Printing, was guest 
speaker. Modestly asserting that he 
could tell stamp collectors nothing 


about stamps which they did not know, 
Mr. Hall rapidly quoted figure after 
figure concerning the mass production 
of stamps, that few collectors could 
know unless employed in that Bureau 
or closely associated with it. Mr. 
Hall said that he would like to call to 
the attention of the collectors gathered 
there that evening, how small a part 
of the business of the entire Bureau

The new United States catalogue 
has made its appearance on sched- 


uled time and is now open to criticism. 
As promised, this is a new and in- 
clusive work. Practically everything 
any collector would ever have occa- 
sion to look up is listed together with 
the price at which it may be obtained 
from the Scott Company in “good” 
condition—if in stock. However, no- 
body really pays much attention to 
prices which, because of the large 
amount of editing necessary, naturally 
results in prices which are anywhere 
from six months to a year behind the 
market. 

Of just what use, then, is this cat- 
alogue? Principally as a complete 
checklist of known varieties of United 
States stamps which would be of in- 
terest to a specialist in these issues. At 
least that is what the specialist would 
be led to believe when he purchases 
the book for $2.50. However, for some 
reason, possibly commercial, such is 
not the case. For example, the dot 
over “S” variety on the White Plains 
issue is listed while the four scarcer 
variety of the Molly Pitcher issue with 
the “Molly” missing is not. Yet Mr. 
Clark, the editor, knows this exists. 
Then two pages are devoted to Bicen- 
tennial varieties while the famous 
“snowball” on the Lake Placid is left 
out. In fact there seems to be a gen- 
eral inconsistency in the listing of 
minor and major varieties which seems 
rather shortsighted in view of Mr. 
Clark’s introduction. Here he states 
that it is the desire of the editorial 
staff to have the Complete United 
States Catalogue include listings of 
every variety known of all United 
States Stamps and, to include herein 
every collectible item which pertains 
to United States Philately.” There- 
fore, if items are left out, the “Cata- 
logue” degenerates into a price list. 

This statement of desire is a noble 
one. If seriously meant the catalogue

should develop into something out- 
standing. However this failure to list 
known varieties which surely could not 
have escaped the editor’s attention 
leads us to believe that it would take 
more than writing the editor to get a 
known variety listed or, for that mat- 
ter, a price corrected. But we have 
decided it is best not to refer to prices 
as every collector knows what he can 
buy stamps for elsewhere and if he 
cannot get them elsewhere he can al- 
ways try the Scott Company without 
hurting anyone’s feelings. 

The new illustrations used to show 
the various types of 2c and 3c stamps 
are a decided improvement. 


Used Block Racketeers Get 
Jail Sentence 





A newspaper clipping from L. T. 
Broadstone tells of the 60 day jail 
sentence for two Omaha parties who 
were working the special delivery 
kick-back racket for the purpose of ob- 
taining used blocks of U. S. Stamps at 
a fraction of face for sale to collec- 
tors. 


The Government stated during the | 


trial that it had paid $75,000 to Van 
Valin in special delivery fees in less 
than two years. From this figure 
stamp collectors can estimate the size 
of the racket which was broken up 
solely because of the publication of 
facts concerning its operation, in re- 
cent numbers of this paper. 

New rulings by the Postoffice De- 
partment are such as to make the 
practice impractical in the future and 
had this not been done, the new Ic 
Parks sheets as sold at Omaha would 
have been debauched by the hundred 
thonsand sheet lots. The scheme by 
which these racketeers would have 
marketed these Parks stamps _ in 
sheets of six was such that they 

would have sceured them lightly can- 
celled at a cost of less than two 
cents per sheet.

In these first day sales the stamps | 
are evidently consigned separate from | 


regular Postoffice stocks and the rem- 
nants or remains of the consignment 
are returned to Washington. 

In referring to the sale of the Cra- 
ter Lake stamp our correspondent 
states that the stamps come from 
Washington in sheets, stapled in pads 
of 100 sheets. These pads are broken 
up, they are then sorted into three 
classes, finely centered, then good cop- 
ies and lastly poor copies. 

When sold, the clerks endeavor to 
supply choice copies when requested, 
if not so requested they pass out the 
second rate copies. After the sale the 
stamps from the third class or poor 
copies are pasted on sheets of plain 
paper, 50 stamps to the sheet and are 
returned to Washington where they 
are destroyed. 

It should therefore be evident that 
an effort is made to give collectors 
good stamps, and it is also clear that 
the Postoffice Department does cater 
to the collector.

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Contributors of this-sort usually sup- 
ply desirable copy and as a rule ex- 
pect nor solicit pay for their contri- 
bution. They are real students of 
Philately and are happy to give to 
other collectors the information which 
they have gathered. 

It is regretful however that there are 
not more collectors of this type. Per- 
haps the average stamp dealer does 
not realize that he should help in the 
matter of providing desirable copy. 

Many dealers specialize to a certain 
extent or attempt to serve better in 
one particular line than in another. 
It is therefore natural that they 
should like to see copy which would 
support that particular line or be 
good propaganda for the class of 
stamps in which they deal. For that 
reason, the dealer should from time 
to time, contribute good sound articles 
which would tend ‘to support the lines 
in which he is interested. Copy of 
this class is not undesirable and need 
not be objectionable if properly pre- 
pared. 

It is a fact and seems apparent that 
the: most prolific producers of copy 
which is offered for publication comes 
from a class of writers who are first, 
writers, men who write because writ- 
ing appeals to them. Men who are 
attempting to become authors. Too 
often, copy for philatelic papers comes 
from writers of this class who show 
by their actual copy that they are 
not thorough stamp students. Their 
intentions are right, their help is ap- 
preciated and welcomed but the copy 
which is offered is not of the type of 
copy that is wanted by readers of 
stamp publications. 

It is for this reason that we urge 
those of our readers who know their 
stamps, to prepare brief articles that 
will be informative and interesting to 
other collectors. 

Perhaps you have a specialty, per- 
haps you have learned many inter- 
esting things about the stamps of a 
certain country. Pass on that infor- 
mation to your brother collector.

Again I wish to point out that even 
if the ruling about not precancelling 
postage due stamps is followed there 
is absolutely no reason at all for deal- 
ers to raise the price on the old style 
postage dues. They have been more 
or less obsolete now for about two 
years and this ruling will not make 
them any more scarce than they have 
been. If you have been buying pre- 
cancelled due stamps from a dealer 
and he raises his prices on the 
strength of the recent ruling he is 
simply PROFITEERING. Because if 
an old style postage due stamp pre- 
cancelled was worth 10c two months 
ago it is not worth any more now. 
Yet just recently I had a dealer offer 
me several items of old style postage 
dues at 10c each, which two months 
ago he would have gladly sold for 2 
or 3c. His only reason for holding 
out for such a price was the recent 
ruling. In the case of the new style 
dues there no doubt will be some 
instances that a raise in price will be 
justified. 





Speaking about postage due pre- 
cancels, Sidney Shayman of Chicago 
submitted as nice an item as seen in 
a long time.
